ANDID and liberal as I have ex- 
| perienced the public, and fortu- 
nate as my ſucceſs has been in admi-

incur imputations juſtly affixed to uni- 
verſal remedies. 

I am willing to meet theſe difficul- 
ties, or any others, that can be fairly 
adduced. And if I do not remove them, 
I muſt ſuffer in the opinion of the in- 
telligent reader; whoſe opinion alone I 
value. 

The reaſon of Mr, De Velnos for pre- 
ſerving the Recipe a ſecret was—that 
of private advantage ; corroborated by 
the audacious pretenſions of his perfi- 
dious agents: who imitated the prepa- 
ration, and took out patents for thoſe 
imitations. 

It is known to perſons of the firſt 
credit and character in this country, 
that after obtaining full ſatisfaction on 
the efficacy and excluſive poſſeſſion of 
the recipe in Frith-ftreet, I purchaſed 
it for Four Thoufand Pounds. To ſe- 
cure my own property, I was under the 
Ciſagreeable neceffity of expoſing the 

fraudulent 
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fraudulent pretenſions of Burrrows, 
Hodſon, Baylis, and Moulſdale; who 
vended pernicious preparations under 
ſimilar names: and I take every occa- 
ſion to warn the public, that the genu- 
ine Syrup of De Velnos' can be prepared 
only by me. 

It may be lamented, a medicine of 
ſuch reputed efficacy ſhould remain a 
ſecret. And I have received a meſſage 
from the Solicitor of the Royal College 
of Phyſicians, ſignifying their deſire, 
from the general account of its effects, 
it might be examined for inſertion in 
the Pharmacopœia. The College con- 
founded the genuine, with the ſpurious 
ſpecification of Burrows, to obtain a 
patent, On my explaining the error 
to the Solicitor, they did not inſert the 
ſpurious ſpecification from the Patent 
Office; and they could not apply to 
ine for a recipe which has ever re- 
mained a ſecret. The mode to lay it 

B 2 open 
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open would be by an application to 
Parliament, which I have no reaſon for 
making, beſides the public ſatisfaction : 
and Parliamentary finances are too 
deeply engaged for political meaſures, 
to allow any proviſions for the public 
health. 

The Vegetable Syrup muſt therefore 
remain under the diſadvantage of ſe- 
crecy : balanced by that confidence 
which is daily encreaſing by its effects; 
and, I hope, not injured by the preten- 
fions of its proprietor, to Honour and 
integrity. | 

But many of the moſt e 
dicines in ordinary practice, are in ef- 
fects; ſecrets. Though the general in- 
gredients of Dr. James's Powder are 
known, the mode of preparation is a 
ſecret. The Bark, Caſtor Oil, and all 
the ſtrong and effective chemical medi- 
cines, are known to be ſo adulterated 


and imitated as to be in effect noſtrums: 
| but 
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but their general tendency are under- 
ſtood ; and they are preſcribed. 

Indeed, if a phyſician were to pre- 
ſcribe only thoſe medicines whoſe in- 
gredients he was acquainted with; he 
would nearly annihilate his practice. 
And yet this is the pretended objection 
of ſome phyſicians to preſcribing Vel- 
nos* Vegetable Syrup. They ſay, © We 
know nothing of its component prin- 
«© ciples; and therefore cannot anſwer 
& for its effects!“ What do they 
know of the component principles of 
Mercury, Antimony, Opium, and Hem- 
lock ?—Juſt as much as they do of the 
Vegetable Syrup ;. for chemiſtry. will 
furniſh them with equal information on 
all theſe ſubjects. But phyſicians 
never recommend medicines from a 
knowledge of component principles;

they are judges. Hardly a week has 
elapſed in this ſeaſon without my hav- 
ing a patient from Dr. Warren or Mr. 
John Hunter. Will it be imagined, 
that the general nature of the Vegetable 
Syrup is not underſtood by its effects? 
Or, if its being a ſecret medicine, neceſ- 

farily implied diſhonour in its prepara- 
tion, 
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tion, a man of Dr. Warren's judgment 
and medical ſkill would, as F am in- 
formed he does, give it to his own chil- 
dren; recommend it, as J know he 
does, to delicate female patients of the 
higheſt ranks; and conſign to me diſ- 
eaſed ſubjects, where the ſlighteſt me- 
tallic impoſitions would be fatal? I 
could put fimilar queſtions on the cre- 
dit of the following phyſicians, who 
have ſent patients to me: not in con- 
ditions of deſperation, or on forlorn 
hopes; but with candid opinions of its 
innocence and efficacy, and with direc- 
tions and information which did them 
honor as practitioners and men.

I have 
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I have, therefore, at this time to 
edfitend only againſt the intereſted in- 
ſinuations of ſome low practitioners a- 
mong ſurgeons and apothecaties ; who, 
in knowledge, and the preparation of 
paltry or adulterated drugs, mould be 
tanked with rat-catchers. 

It is by the whiſpers of ſuch reptiles, 
in credulous and ignorant families, the 
moſt improbable of all opinions is in 
any degree ſuſtained, that the power 
and efficacy of the medicine are owing 
to mercury. 

It is known at this time, to ſome 
thouſands in London; that the ingre- 
dients of the medicine are very numer- 
ous ; and from a view of my laboratory, 
it is ſeen the proceſs is tedious and la- 
borious. I have made many improve- 
ments in that proceſs, from a know- 
ledge of chemiſtry, which my predeceſ- 
ſors did not poſſeſs; and the effect is 
acknowledged in the ſupetior efficacy 

C and 
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and elegance of the medicine. To 

what purpoſe would be ſuch trouble, 

if a vehicle only were to be prepared 

for mercury? And why ſhould mer- 

cury, in my hands, cure diſeaſes, 

| which it will not effe& in thoſe of 

[| others? Dr. Warren and Mr. John 

Hunter, or any of the phyſicians I have 

named, underſtand the operations of 

' mercury in all its applications. They 

know, that a random and indiſcreet uſe 

| of it is fatal. And would they con- 

7 | ſign their moſt opulent and beſt pa- 
tients to that danger, in the uſe of 

Velnos' Vegetable Syrup, if they ſup- 
poſed it contained mercury? 

But every chemiſt muſt, or may 
know, it does not. Dr. Watſon, bi- 
ſhop of Landaff, and Dr. Hinchliffe, 
biſhop of Peterborough, Dr. Ainſlie,

A gentleman of high 
character and learning, in the Univer- 
ſity of Cambridge, had ſcorbutic ulcers 
which, in the common treatment by 
mercury, brought on hectic and con- 
ſumptive ſymptoms of the moſt fatal 
kind. The Faculty having taken leave, 
and the laſt ceremonies of religion be- 
ing in view—the biſhop of Landaff, 
wiſhing to catch at any hope of ſav- 
ing his friend, did me the honour 
of writing to me; and, on my opinion, 
the Syrup was adminiſtered ; reſcued 
the patient, and reſtored him to full 
health. From that moment, his Lord- 

C 2 ſhip 
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ſhip became the decided and warm 
friend of the medicine: and I take this 
public opportunity of bearing my grate- 
ful teſtimony to the uncommon pa- 
tience and humanity with which he has 
received and anſwered the numerous 
applications and letters ſent to him on 
the ſubje& of it. I need not inform 
the reader, that his Lordſhip is a che- 
miſt ; and that it is not very practicable 
to paſs a mercurial impoſture, for a ve- 
getable preparation, on his numerous 
and valuable friends. 

On expreſſing his ſurpriſe at its ef. 
ficacy, and intimating, that his friends 
had doubts which he had not, I offered 
to ſhew. his Lordſhip the recipe : and 
my confidence in his hanour may 
be judged, when I ſolemnly declare, 
I ſhould not think myſelf indemnified 
for publiſhing it, by a leſs ſum than 
twenty thouſand pounds. He waved 


his hand jocoſely,—** No, no; I have 
* no 
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* no doubts on the ſubject; and I 
*© will not accept your confidence, leſt 
5© I ſhould be tempted to quit my hi- 
5 ſhoprick, and adminiſter the medi- 
„ ING * 

The ſolicitude to extend its benefits 
to the afflicted by the biſhop of Peter- 
borough, by Mrs. Hinchliffe, by Dr. 
Spencer Madan, &c. &c, may furniſh 
medical venom for the ſhafts of ſatire ; 
but the ſucceſs of their humane inter- 
poſitions, and the motives impelling 
them, leaye that within the boſom which 
ſatire cannot reach; and I will not 
diſcredit it by my feeble deſcription or 
praiſe. 

Dr. Ainſlie, not only recommended it 
to his friends, but in public lectures at 
Cambridge, beſtowed on it the higheſt 
praiſe as efficacious and vegetable, 

Theſe teſtimonies may be ſufficient 
to remove the effects of intereſted ma- 
lignity, on ignorant and credulous 

minds. 
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minds. But I will add, that one of 
the firſt Commoners in Great Britain, 
in point of property and talents, I 
mean William Pulteney, Eſq. has paid 
particular attention to the Vegetable 
Syrup; and, by his defire, Dr. Black 
of Edinburgh did me the honour of 
calling on me, and aſked ſeveral queſ- 
tions, which 1 /ppoſed to be previous to 
an analization of the medicine; as he 
took a quantity with him.

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Caſes were ſelected of the moſt def- 
perate kind, in the various afflictions 
where mercury and the Vegetable Sy- 
rup have been long in competition 5 
and the medicine was ordered for the 
patients by ore of the Society.

The aſhduous and ingenions huma» 
nity with which Dr. Date conducted 
theſe experiments, greatly engaged the 
attention of the ſociety; and it is to 
be hoped, his ſound learning, ſterling 
merit, and conſcientious practice, will 
attract from the public the ous 
notice they deſerve. 

To terminate all real nds of ſuf- 
picion, on this ſubject, J will inſtruct 
any gentleman, or any ſurgeon or apo- 
thecary, acquainted with the elements 
of chemiſtry, in a certain and almoſt 

— inſtanta- 
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inſtantaneous mode of diſcovering the 
ſmalleſt quantity of metallic preparation 
intermixed with a vegetable ſyrup. TI 
have been obliged to give particular at- 
tention to ſuch. a mode, as the imita- 
tions and adulterations of my medicine, 
by adventurers, agents, &c. are numer- 
ous, artful, and perplexing, 

The only remaining objection, of any 
weight, in my knowledge is, that the 
Vegetable Syrup is recommended for 
ſo many diſeaſes, as to be ſubje& to 
the imputations on univerſal remedies. 

The Vegetable Syrup of De Velnos is a 
remedy only, where morbid matter has been 
retained, repelled, or introduced into the 
lymph. This effect may take place, by 
various cauſes obſtructing perſpiration, 
by contuſions or other injuries; and by 
the introduction of virus of various ſorts, 
by means of the abſorbent veſſels.

The CASE of the Reverend Mr. GREEN, of 
Huntingdon. 


MONG the numerous inſtances of the 
> efficacy of the Vegetable Syrup, the caſe 
of Mr. Green, tho' important, might probably | 
never have been inſerted, if Mr. Perry, ſur- 
geon, of Argyle-ſtreet, had not obſerved it;

R. PRYER, cabinet e ho =} 
ſterer, No. 472, Strand, had for ſix or ſe- 
ven years, ſcorbutic eruptions on the face and 
cars, which were very troubleſome and diſa- 
greeable. He conſulted gentlemen of the fa- 
culty, who propoſed and tried ſeveral methods 
of relieving him; and tho” they diſclaimed the 
uſe of mercury, adminiſtered it . and 
were detected only by ſalivation.

T* HE complaints which in this 
country receive the denomination 
of leprous, are generally owing to an 
incompetent perſpiration, or to ſudden 
obſtructions of it, in the Spring and 
Autumn. Morbid matter, by theſe 
means, 1s retained in the lymph ; con- 
veyed into the blood ; and occaſions in- 
flammations and obſtructions of various 
appearances. 

Inflammations, called ſcorbutic, may 
proceed from numerous cauſes : from 
blows, contuſions, and ſuch external 
accidents; from the contraction of the 
ſmaller veſſels, external or internal; 


from ſpaſm, compreſſion, and obſtruc- 
tion 
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tion of numerous kinds; from difficul- 
ties in the paſſage of the blood at the 
extremities of the arteries ; from its 
thickneſs, viſcidity, mixture with hete- 
rogeneous or virulent matter; and var 
rious other alterations. Theſe altera 
tions generally commence in that liquid 
called the lymph; which conveys to 
the blood and habit almoſt all the good 
and evil it can receive. 

It is by its operation on the lympha- 
tic ſyſtem, and purifying what are 
called the juices- that the Vegetable 
Syrup proves a medicine of ſuch exten- 
five effects. 

Under this article, ſome ſpecies of 
cutaneous eruptions are claſſed. And 
I think it neceſlary to apprize the atten- 
tive reader, that the activity and acri- 
mony. of diſeaſed humours are ſo great, 
that the moſt obſtinate and dangerous 
diſeaſes, both acute and chronical, are 


germinated by eruptions, and brought 
back 
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back by repelling them. Of this fort 
are gouts, epilepſies, ſpaſmadic aſth - 
mas, conſumptions, fevers, &c. 

In all diſeaſes of the ſkin; even when 
attended with tumors, I am often teaſed 
with applications for external aſſiſtances, 
in the uſe of the Vegetable Syrup.

I have feen fatal conſequences attend 
the dry ing up of pimples and puſtules, 
by ſtrong purges: the method of com- 
mon apothecaries. Loſs of fight has 
often enſued; and even madneſs in ſub- 


jects of great ſenſibility. Purges may 


repel humours from the Kin; buy ne- 
ver evacuate them. 


1 . 
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1 would wiſh parents to obſerve. in 
time, that maladies of the ſkin are often 
ſymptoms of obſtructions in the glands 
beneath it; in the lungs, the viſcera, 
or the meſentery.— The medicine, by 
its effect on the lymph, reſolves theſe 
obſtructions.

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TN another pamphlet, entitled, Hints

HE reader will obſerve, that I do 

not wiſh to involve myſelf in the 
buſineſs of Inoculation, or the treat- 
ment of the Small-Pox. I have al- 
ready more ſubjects of attention than 
are conſiſtent with any _ of quiet 
and leiſure. 

My Hints to Families, on the preſent 
management of this diſeaſe, has occa- 
fioned a general alarm; and to fave the 
trouble of numerous applications at my 
houſe, I will introduce here a few ex- 
planatory obſervations and caſes. 

When the matter. of the Small Pox 
has taken effect the objects of every 
reaſonable practitioner are, to correct the 
acrimony of the humours; to promote 
eruption and ſuppuration, by 3 


. if nature be languid ; 
Gan 
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reſiſt the tendency to putrefaction in the 
decline of the diſeaſe; and to carry off 
the remaining impurities. It would 
drive an apothecary to diſtraction, whoſe 
hopes of ſubſiſtence are on the number, 
and counteraction of his intricate pre- 
parations, if I were to aſſure him, on 
the general principle already ſtated, that 
the Vegetable Syrup would anſwer all 
theſe purpoſes.

I have had great numbers 
of children, whoſe ſpots have been ſuf- 
fered to diſappear from flight cold; 
whoſe coughs have indicated 1 
vomicæ on the lungs, and who have 
had dropſical ſymptoms from obſtruc- 
tions of the meſeraic glands. 

I ſhall only obſerve, that in the Small- 


Pox and Meaſles, when the Vegetable

body weak and weary: the bowels 
ſometimes looſe, and ſometimes bound ; 
the appetite irregular ; cold food covet- 
ed; the temples collapſed ; the whole 
face ghaſtly : the ſhoulders prominent, 
like wings; the food paſſing undigeſted ; 
pains at the region of the navel; the 
urine ſometunes thick, ſometimes high 
coloured; and at night, a heat and 
thirſt almoſt intolerable. 
Learning that, on diſſection, the me- 
ſeraic glands have been obſtructed, 
where the rickets have proved fatal, I 
have applied the Medicine with ſucceſs, 
where the ſeveral parts of the childrens' 
bodies have been diſproportioned. 

When Dropſy, Conſumption, Aſth- 
ma, Heetic, or Diarrhea ſupervene, in 

thefe caſes—they are generally fatal. 
Diſeaſes of a fimilar nature in youth; 
and particularly in young women on 
the 
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the point of menſtruation, are gene- 
rally owing to going out too ſoon after 
the Small-Pox or Meaſles, to the re- 
pulſion of cutancous eruptions, or the 
retention of menſtrual matter, which 
the conſtitution has not ſufficient force 
to diſcharge. A ſpecies of Aſthma, 
called tightneſs on the breaſt, attended 
with a teaſing and dangerous cough ; 
and what 1s called the hooping cough, 
are owing ſometimes to an ill conſtitu- 
tion of the air; but generally to ſudden 
obſtructions of perſpiration, to the im- 
proper treatment of criſes in the Small- 
Pox, and other morbid diſorders, or to. 
the repulſion of eryſipelatous and other 
eruptions. 

Cutaneous effloreſcences, and erup- 
tions to which young people with con- 
ſumptive tendencies are very liable, 
running of the ears, and inflammations 
of the eyes, ariſe ſometimes from a vo- 


racity incident to ſuch caſes; but ge- 
. nerally 
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nerally from an indiſpoſition of the hu- 
mours. It is ſeen, in the following caſe 
of Mr. Williams, that he was two years 
in hourly apprehenſion of blindneſs. 
The medicine acts, in all theſe ſymp— 
toms, on one uniform principle. It cor- 
rects the acrid ſerum; procures a deri- 
vation from the diſeaſed parts to other 
emunctories; and ſtrengthens the re- 
laxed glands.—Setons, iſſues, bliſters, 
are troubleſome, precarious, and ſome- 
times dangerous. 

It will be perceived, by the follow- 
ing caſes, that epilepſy may attend the 
fatal periods of Conſumption. It ge- 
nerally ariſes from irritations of the ſto- 
mach, inteſtines, and nerves, from the 
remains of {mall-pox, petechial feyers, 
healing up of old ulcers, the repreſſion 
of eruptions, &c.; for the diſeaſe is 
often carried off by eruption, the ap- 
pearance of the menſes, ſmall-pox, 
meaſles, &c, 
| 5 Chronical 
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Chronical epilepſies are generally ad- 
judged to be occaſioned by acrid ſcor- 
butic lymph; and they are commonly 
treated with bliſters and iſſues. | 

The Aſthma, and palpitation of the 
heart—ſo diſtreſſing to patients of this 
kind, I muſt mention—as by taking out 
the roots, all the evil branches have dil- 
appeared in the uſe of che Vegetable

If the palpitation of the heart has 
ariſen from polypous concretions com- 
pletely formed, the Medicine has not 
cured, though it has relieved, by re- 
ſolving the juices, and rendering the 
excretions free.

AM ſorry that indolence and forgetful- 

A neſs have conſpired to delay my writing a

In a Letter from the Rev. David Williams 
to the Author. 


S I R, | 
ITHOUT the uſual introduction on 
gratitude, or public motives; to the 
influence of which I am not inſenſible:—I will 
relate my eaſe— 
A fever left near my ancle a livid ſpot; in 
the centre of which a puncture, almoſt im- 
preceptible, 
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perceptible, diſcharged an ichor which diſ- 
coloured my ſtocking, I applied to a ſur- 
geon, who furniſhed me with a plaiſter, and 
gave me medicines. The ſpot, taking a new 
appearance, and tending to an ulcer, I con- 
fultcd a phyſician, who preſcribed pills, and 
ordered an iſſue beneath my knee.

In 
the ſpring, my face and head were covered 
with pimples; ſo that I could not wear my 
hair, I put myſelf under the beſt medical 
direction in my knowledge; and uſed me- 
dicine internal and external, with various 
ſucceſs, more than a year. I accidentally 
faw, in an old magazine, a preparation of 
brimſtone ſtrongly recommended in caſes like 
mine, and I determined on a trial of it, In 
a few weeks the pimples diſappeared: but 
brimſtone is a violent medicine; it brought 
on a dyſentery, from which I very narrowly 
efcaped, after a confinement of three months. 


Vnder 
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Under theſe proceſſes, conſumptive ſymp- 
toms gradually gained ground; and I could 
perceive my medical acquaintance ſought 
only to check them by regulations of diet, 
or change of air. | 

My engagements being numerous; ſome 
of them requiring the vigour and forti- 
tude of the beſt health, I was haraſſed by 
the alternate neceſſity of occaſional abſence 
and immoderate application, In this ſtate, 
and without any cauſe in my knowledge, I 
awoke in a morning nearly blind; my eyes 
and the regions around them inflamed; fiery 
ſparks or corruſcations attending the admiſ- 
ſion of light, and rendering me totally inca- 
pable of buſineſs. 

It would be tedious and diſtreſſing to the 
reader, to follow me through all the means I 
uſed to attempt the removal of that calamity, 
or to provide for ſubmiſſion to it, Some idea 
may be conceived of the ſituation, by know- 
ing, though my occupation and amuſement 
were letters, I paſſed two years without read- 
ing even a newſpaper; without eating animal 
* or drinking. fermented liquor. The 

difficulty 
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difficulty of my caſe was that of reconciling 
the uſe of mercury for my eyes, with thoſe 
ſtrong ſymptoms of Conſumption which often 
menaced my life. 

Being reconciled to the vegetable diet, and 
relying on the high reputation of its adviter, 
I determined on a journey, and to remain in 
the country the whole ſummer. I returned in 
improved health; but my ſight continued 
weak and imperfect. A phyſician of great 
{kill in diſeaſes of the eyes was warmly re- 
commended; and I put myſelf under his 
care, He bled me freely; and ordered pills, 
compounded of antimony and mercury; al- 
ſuring me, they would not bring on the aſth- 
matic or pulmonary evils, which were deem- 
ed my conſtitutional diſorders. 

Whenever I took mercury, it flattered my 
hopes but always to aggravate diſappoint- 
ment. The complaints in and around my 
eyes were abated; but I was ſo cmaciated, 
and fhattered, that I could hold hardly any 
thing in my hands; the pulmonary diſorders 
returned with increaſed violence; and the 
medicines and regulations were exchanged for 


the bark, * pills, and a tonic diet. The 
exchange 
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exchange reſtored my ſpirits in ſome degree; 
and I walked out; but in attempting to croſs 
a ſtreet with a little rapidity, a ſuppreſſion of 
all my powers ſuddenly took 'place, which 
were reſtored the inſtant I touched the pave- 
ment by a fall. I conſidered it as the pre- 
Jude of ſpeedy diſſolution: and having con- 
ſulted every man of peculiar ſkill in my ge- 
neral diſorder, I reſolved not to mention the 
accident to-my friends, and to ſubmit quietly 
to my fate, In a few days, as I was ſitting 
at table, I fell on the carpet; and was once 
more anxiouſly and humanely attended by 
medical friends. But the meaſures propoſed 
not awakening any hopes, I turned my at- 
tention to the. beſt mode of being diſentangled 
from all engagements ; drew around me thoſe 
on whom 1 could depend in helpleſs extre- 
mities, and awaited the ſtroke of my laſt 
enemy. | 
In this general ſtate, but with conſiderable 
variations of health, you found me, when you 
repeatedly called, on account of difficulties

The CASE of J. MAKENZIE; 
DzscRiBED BY DR. SMITH. 


A Middle-aged man, who had been for ſe- 
veral years married, and had long been 
free from venereal complaints, felt a rheuma- 
tic pain in his left ſide, after an expoſure to 
cold in the month of May laſt year; which 
pain aſcended and deſcended on the fame fide 
from the collar bone to the hip, ſometimes ex- 
tended, and ſometimes contracted within the 
compoſs of half-a-crown, when it was very 
violent, and attended with a continual remit- 
ting fever. In this way the patient continued 
till the month of Auguſt; when he plaiuly 
obſerved, all on a ſudden, the pain go down 
from the ſide to his left teſticle, where it oc- 
caſioned an inflammation, which laſted a 
week, when itentirely left that, and went to 
the right teſticle, which it inflamed in the 
fame manner. This inflammation laſted long- 
er, and was brought to ſuppuration by poul- 
tices; in which ſtate it continued three 

$ weeks, 
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weeks, when the patient went into an hoſ- 
pital, where he felt ſharp rheumatic pain, 
with fever, which however, by the uſe of 
ſome pills, went off. Nothing but poultices 
were applied externally for a whole month, 
when the patient left the hoſpital, wichout 
deing the leaſt better. The right teſticle was 
entirely bare, covered with a thick green ſlough, 
very offenſive, but no great diſcharge, loſs of 
ſtrength, and ſlight fever. Under theſe cir- 
cumſtances, the Syrup was adminiſtered at 
firſt, in ſmall doſes, which were gradually 
increaſed : and a common detergent was ap- 
plied externally; which treatment created a 
genuine pus, and perfectly cloſed the ſore.

In a Letter from a German Phyſician walk- 
ing the Engliſh Hoſpitals, to a Friend in 
Germany. 


SIR, 
1 CAME to England, as I propoſed, with 


a view to that informationwhich the repu- 
tation of Engliſh literature promiſes. The 
hoſpitals in and near London firſt attracted 
my attention. Magnificence of ſtructure, and 
large revenues, highly elevated my expecta- 
tions; and you may imagine my diſappoint- 
ment, on finding their medical management 
to be in general negligent, often unſkilful, 
and ſometimes cruel. 
| That I may not appear to ſeck ſhelter in 
general charges, I will -ſtate facts; which I 
think conſiderably affect the medical charac- 
ter of England, 

In the year 1787, in ſome viſits I made at 
St. George's Hoſpital, a patient, whole name 
T was 
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was Shailer, attracted my particular atten- 
tion. He was the ſervant of James Allarde, 
Eſq. in Charlotte-ftreet, Bloomſbury. The 
right teſticle was Iaid bare; the interior part 
of the ſcrotum conſumed, and a copious diſ- 
charge of pus took place. He had been ſent. 
to the hoſpital to have the teſticle extirpated, 
which Mr. John Hunter had declared to be 
the only method of cure. The application 
of cauſtics, previous to the operation, occa- 
fioned an inflammation, which extended to 
the left teſticle, and brought on a ſimilar 
ſuppuration. Having waited two months, 
the inflammation continued, and his life in 
imminent danger, the poor man was extreme 
ly defirous of applying to the proprietor of 
Velnos' Vegetable Syrup, by whom his life 
had been once ſaved.

What? ſaid I—Am 
I to ſtudy in England under the propri- 
etor of a noſtrum ! who, though liberal and 
well-informed, ſeems to hold in contempt ma- 
ny of the medical practices of his country! 

' An accident had neatly defeated him, in 
the moment of victory. The patient was 
convivial; and on getting out of bed, he 

would rejoice with his friends. In pulling 
out a cork from a bottle of wine, one of the 
veſſels between his teſticles burſt ; and occa- 
ſioned an hemorrhage which continued three 

hours. I accompanied Mr. Swainſon to his 
aſſiſtance. By the loſs of blood, the vital 
powers were conſiderably impaired; but by a 
judicious uſe of the medicine and diet, the 
patient was perfectly recovered. had not 
ſeen in any hoſpital a medical event ſo truly 
important !

The following CASE, though apparently extend- 
ing the province of the Vegetable Syrup, is 
firittly within the deſcription given of it, “an 
effeftual medicine where morbid humours are 
repelled, retained, or introduced.”

BLOODY FLUX AND HABITUAL 
DIARRHEA. 


SUART, Eſq. an eminent mer- 
chant in Lancaſter, in conſequence of a ſe- 
vere cold, had a bloody flux and diarrhea, 
which was treated in the uſual manner by the 
medical gentlemen of the place, but was Jit- 
V ; tle 
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tle affected by their remedies. Alarmed at 
the probable conſequences, he had the beſt 
advice in London ; but with no better effect.

Dyſenteries prevail greatly among 
my patients, particularly at the end of 
hot, dry, and cloſe ſummers; when the 
animal juices are liquified, and diſpoſed 
to prutrefaction. The ſudden check to 
the perſpiration of theſe corruptible 
parts, from expoſure to cold air at 
night, or other cauſes, gives riſe to this 
diſeaſe. It is prevented by taking in 
the evening one ſpoonful of the medi- 
cine.— Old, ſcorbutic, who are gene- 
rally conſumptive, perſons; are pecu- 
liarly liable to this diſorder.— The me- 
dicine acts on the ſubtle malignant hu- 
mours in the general maſs; and expels 
them by the cutaneous pores. By theſe 
means the fever 1s abated; and the af+ 
flux to the inteſtines prevented. Clyſ- 
ters, of the ſolutions of gums, com- 
monly given, are to be avoided; for they 
make ulcers foul; and by ſuppreſſing 
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the flux, pen up the noxious humours, 
and heighten the danger of the diſeaſe. 
S Scorbutic patients are very ſubject to 
inflammations of the ſtomach, from ar- 
ſenical poiſons, which are adminiſtered 
to them with impunity ; virulent pur- 
gatives or emetics ; mercurial, antimo- 
nial, and other metallic medicines ; and 
particularly from the repulſion of acrid 
humours from the ſurface. 
Hectics; ſlow fevers; dry coughs ; 
fwelling of the belly; loſs of appetite 
and ſtrength ; wandering heats; and 
ſudden tranfitions in the bowels from a 
looſe to a coſtive ſtate ;—theſe are the 
general ſymptoms of latent ſcurvy : and 
the patients denominated conſumptive, 
come to me generally on a milk diet.— 
I always order whey, and not milk; or 
milk prepared with a little manna, or 
conſerve of roſes. | 
In hectics— there is always a diſpo- 


ſition to inflammation, ulcer, or ſchir-

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rus of the viſcera.—Balſams, lozenges; 
and all unctuous relaxants do great 
harm, where the diſorder proceeds from 
acrimony. The ſame perſons are ex- 
tremely ſubject to bloody eruptions, or 
diſcharges.— In infants, from the noſe ; 
in youth, ſrom the lungs; in manhood, 
from the hemorrhoidal veſſels; and in 
age, from the urinary paſſages.— The 
great object in all theſe caſes, is not to 
reſtrain the flux; but to correct the 
acrimonious humour which occafions it; 
and which, if it terminates in the cor» 
ruption of any of the viſcera, is mortal. 
The attentive reader will obſerve, in 
the whole of this pamphlet, that the 
operation of Velnos' Vegerable Syrup 
is confined to obſtructions and injuries 
of the lymphatic and glandular ſyſtem ;
